said educational financing will 
be one of the most important items 
of business In the coming session. 


Two of the proposals on educa- 


tion have controversial overtones

sue, mostly for university and col- 
lege construction, and a proposed 
revision of the teacher retirement 
system. 


The Legislature

decide how to distribute an esti- 
mated $10V2 million in additional 
funds that will be available for 
education eacfi year, beginning in 
1961-62. 


Proponents of the bond issue—at 


this time limited mainly to edu- 
cational officials—have suggested 
the bonds be retired with a one 
cent a bottle tax on soft drinks. 
This was greeted with howls of pro- 
test from the bottling 
industry. 


But some new sources of revenue 
must be tapped if the, bonds are 
issued. 


The bond proposal starts with 


two strikes against it. 


Strike 
one: 
Arkansas

floated a bond issue since 194f 
and that one was for an emergen- 
cy highway building 
program. 


These bonds since have been re-
